wuo naa oeeu ta our company ana a 
friend of mine, ■who ' had been ■wealthy 
but was 'broke,' to work for us. Tavo 
fishermen came along thatwb liad known 
before, and wo engaged them. That 
made nine of ua, and we used to live in 
one room and do all our own cooking, 
for women were scarce in the oil counti^ 
at that time* ,Eyerjthing went along 
tinely and wo' made money hand over 
fist. Old Col. Knlwrts hailn't got tho 
monopoly of tho uitro-glyeeriuebuaineas 
then, and auy man could engage iu it 
who cared to run the risk. 

" Our crowd wa.s extremely fortunate 
at first, and wo were lyoginniug to feel 
that uitro-glycerins •yasu't auoh a terri- 
ble thing " some pei'sorw made out. 
Well, wo rked along about six mouths 
wilhcmt ' tcoideoti when one day ono 

of our 1 ,n was killed while taking 

glycerine from a wagon. This gave us 
considerable of a shock, but wo laid tho 
blame on the inan'.H carelessness, and 
worked on as u.snal. Within a year three 
more of our men were blown to frag- 
ments at the same time thriiugh pure 
recklesBaoBS. None of these men drank 
liquor to excess; so you couldn't at- 
tribute their death to intoxication. The 
reat of u.s wero mighty care fui after thai, 
and only stayed in the busiuefls beeiuine 
we could mase money faHter than at any- 
thing else. We didn't have .v-iy more 
accidents while we were doing bnsineas 
for oui-selves, and wo began tti take 
eom'oge. 

" 'When the Roberta Company gainetl 
mono]>olistio control of tho toriK»(to 
busiuess tho romaining five of our oro'''d 
went to work for them. Everything 
went on swimmingly for some time, but 
at liitii three of the crowd had aomo 
trouble, real oi- fancied, witb the com- 
pany, .atid the result was that the men 
quit entirely and wont to moonlighting 
— shooting wella at niKht in dedauco of 
tho law giving tbe H-oberln Company 
the mouoiwly. Moonlighting is just 
about twice as dangerous as torpedoing 
iu tho lawful way, aud it wasn't long be- 
fore thoRO throe fellows wore blown sky- 
ward. I wasn't a bit Hm-ijrised, for when 
a man gets down so low aa tu go into 
moonlightiug when he can make good 
wages at a legitimate business, I nat- 
urally look to see his death announced 
before a great while in tho paiwra. 

"Well, that just loft two— Tom 
Uailoy and I — of tho original nine that 
went Into tlie busineas only a few years 
ago. One by one our boys have droijped 
off, until to-day I helped to bury what 
remained of poor Tom. Poor old lx)y. 
f know it wasn't his fault, for lie was 
che mi«t careful man I over saw. Thoro 
wero niiio of u.i when we stftrte<l — all 
banded together to work for one anoth- 
er's intereatfi — and no\v they are all 
gone but me, aud 1 um— the— iast^of 
nint!,''i 

Hii4 imsmoked cigar slipped from his 
uei veless fingers and fell to tho ground,

liiisiness eulk-d mo awav from Brad- 
ford aiiil the oil country tlie next day, 
and I did not tatum fur iijme weeks. 
Having busiuesa at Smethix)rt, the 
county bent of MeKeaii etiuniy, 1 
pai'ied thioiigli ili,.t village and stalled 
for Bradford, by the way of tho Brad- 
ford, lioidell and Kin'/.ua railway. When 
v.'ithiu a few luiles of Bradford an acci- 
dent huijpuiiotl to the locomotive, which 
would delay the train BeTeral. houra. 
B^ing anxious to reach tho city as soon 
aa po3.siblo, four of the passengei's, in- 
eluding myself, started over the mount- 
ains afoot., hoping to reach oiu' destina- 
tion by o'citKik iu the fiftcmoon.

It lia.s ever soeincil to ii.s that it' the 
British North America Act placcti tlie 
judges o£ tbo Suproiiip Court riitirply 
>)eneath the control of the locnl i;ovorii- 
mtnt, a grave miatoke had beeu uiade. 
Having alwa^rs " contended t that such 
was not the intention or elloct of the 
Act,' the unnnimous judgment, deliver- 
ed on Friday did not take iis by sur- 
prise. What sight could be more udioua 
in thn ryes of an ftdmirerof Jb iliwli in- 
stitutions tbantbat of ^. Ucncb of British 
justices dictated to and bullied 
by n pack of unprincipled poHticiuna'? 
What aecnrity could any man have 
in bringing bis case before n servile 
Uench thathe would have justice moted 
out to him? During the past four 
veara the Bencli of the province has 
been frequently and virulentlyassailed. 
Since the day on which the famous 
ivootenay scandal was heard, when the 
judges rcfaseil to perpetrate an injus- 
tice at the bidding of the Attorney 
Ueneral, that officer has tried to make 
tho Bench subservient to tbo interests 
of himself and jtarty. Had be been 
abb; to efl'ect bis purpose ; had the 
Judges been made of pliable matoria],or 
bad they been frightened off the Bench 
1/y the loud beating of oratorical tom- 
toms and tho snapping of legislative 
liiecrackers, Justice might even now 
lio converted into a nKTcluintaljlo ar- 
ticle, to be disposed of over the Bur as 
groceries aro sold over the couuier at 
.io avMh per pound avoirdupois. That 
the fountain of justioois still unde- 
liled is duo to the determined nttitiido 
of tho court. Has tho country forgot- 
ten tho poor old man, tbo sands of 
whoselifohad nearly run out, who in 1879 
was put forward nnder the privileges 
of the House to mako an unwarrant- 
able assault upon the Bench ? or how 
when-tljo' government were challenged 
tof make good tho accusations 
which its supporter bad ])refer- 
rcd it slunk away like a guilty 
tiling and loft tho feeble old man 
to-endure the odium of having sland- 
ered the judiciaryl From tho Koote- 
nay scandal case has sprung all the 
hostile legislation which has since 
blurred the statute book. Act after 
.Act intended to control the nction 
nfthe Bench has been brought downand 
rushed through a House in which the 
.\ttorncy General was the only liiwyer. 
Upon the floor of that body the At- 
torney Qeaeral stands nloao, legally 
spbaking. He is the only lawyor there. 
Hes may introduce — has introduced — 
the- most absurd, oppressive and pro- 
[jostbrous measures ever laid before a 
House composed of laymen who cannot 
venture to dispute hiaassertionsor ques- 
tion his "law ." No one will bo sur- 
prised: to hear that while the case ju.<«b 
closed was before the court tho Attor- 
ney General fought bard for his bant- 
ling. He would have been an un- 
natural parent had he turned his back 
on his bairn in the hour of adversity. 
But he fought like a man without 
hope. His guns were of smoothbore 
and of light calibre and be withered 
under the fire of the rifled cannon of 
his youthful antagonist — ilr.TiiEODoat; 
Davie. The Tbrasber naao is not pro 
judiced by the decision just rendered. 
The rulings of the Chief .Justice in 
Juno last are unassailable. They are 
supported by voluminous autboriticH 
and the defendants (who wisely ab 
stained from taking part in an argu- 
ment in which they bad, if any, a very 
rpmote interest), nci;d entertain no 
fear of tho final issue. The Thrauber 
suit came incidentally into the great 
legal contest which baa just ended. 
An Act of tho local legislature, paH.s(?d 
last'se.ssionj provided that tho Jndgei; 
should sit as a court of api)eal but oncu 
in each year. Counsel for the owner.s 
of the Thrasher, desiring to appeal im- 
mediately, questioned the validity of 
this Act, the rules of procedure and 
the Judicial Districts Act. The un- 
animous judgment of the court sustains 
the position of the counsel for the ap- 
pellant and knocks into "smitli.areens" 
the Acts referred to and the rules of 
procedure. The Attorney LJeiiorul 
argued that the Judges were "provin- 
cial" not Dominion ofilcerH. Tho 
judges^ show from the British North 
Am'eric4 Act arid from the fact that they 
are paid by tho Dominion Government 
that the contention was as imj)udent 
aH it was absurd. Further, tho judges 
have decided that tboy cannot lie or- 
dered to reside within prc-icriljcd lim- 
its and that the right to sit as a court 
of appeal at such times as they may 
appoint cannot be called in que.stion. 
Had.tbp A.ct affecting the right of ap- 
peal been declared constitutional the 
interests of no suitor would have been 
safe and the judgo.'i would have become 
puppets. Tho judgment may hv> ac- 
cepted as a declaration of indepoiidenco 
of local legislative control by;tho judges, 
who' refuse to permit theraBelvea to bo 
"dislocated" and scattered tbrougbout 
the country when tho interests of the 
[irovince require that they should bo 
within ca.sy reach of each other to hear 
appeals or to sib as a Vice-Admiralty 
court How could an Imperial man- 
date to sit in Vice-Admiralty be obeyed 
if local legislation can place the judges 
beyond its reach f The case of Vali.h 
iv. Lanoloib, which was decided by 
the Supreme Court of Canada and af- 
firmed by tho Privy Council, .shows 
that tho Supremo Court of the pro- 
v incoa _aro " tho Queen's court.s,'' and 
that their writs and processes properly 
issue in Her Majesty's name; but the 
d'aso of Li:KOin vs. KiTciriK— also de- 
cided by tho Bufirnine Court of Canada 
— shows that local legislatures bavo 
not even the right to ii.se H't Majesty's 
name in the preamble of their Acts. 
How, then, it must bo ,atks4j p^n- a, 
subordinate power, disconnected en- 
Urelf from royal authority, possess the 



ability to control the action of a 
tribunal created and oxprcasly authorized 
by Her Maje-sty to issue its processes in 
her name ? It in now boDod that the At- 
torney General will abandon his discredit- 
able cflbrta to control tho judiciarj-; They 
havo.resuUcd in nmch injury.tQ the.coun- 
tiy. Ho should turn Jiis |;altont^m to 
some practicable.Bohome for; the oxtnca- 
tion of tho'' provinco from ' tho drydocl; 
and Island railway muddle into which liu 
has led it and leave the preparation of lo- 
"nl tiH'a.?ure.s to hi.i Duccca.'ioi'.

Bedford, Ind, Feb. 8.— ^The three 
roughs killed while trying to raid a 
saloon in Tunneltown, wore Nicliolas 
Vaughn, aged 17, Virgil Wilson and 
Zack Whitted. These men, with Uen 
Willoughby, conB[iired to steal a large 
amount of money in .Meyer's saloon 
and then kill and rob Thomas Clark, a 
wealthy citizen, start a fire near tbo 
village and after burglarizing a large 
manufacturing plane to flee to Colo- 
rado or New Mexico. Willoughby be- 
came frightened and exposed the plot 
Sunday morning, and precautions were 
ab once taken to thwart them. A 
freight car containing five armed citi- 
zens in ambush was rolled nearly to 
the saloon door, commanding tho whole 
place, and «ome 15 others wero hiding 
about the saloon when the fellow.s be- 
gan their burglariouii attemjit. Fii-e 
of 20 rifles was concentrated on them, 
and all fell, but none were fatally 
wounded until a second volley was 
given them. Whitted dropped dead, 
Vaughn was mortally wounded and 
Wilson, after running some distance 
and falling scvoral times, got tho roup 
de grace from some person following 
who shot bis bead off. Vaughn died 
last night.
